Shutoff 
of power set 
for Saturday

Power w ill be shut off to almost 9,000 
Lompoc electrical customers early 
Saturday morning while the city and 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. complete 
repairs of last month’s blackout. 
Lompoc Electrical Superintendent 
William Ruffner today announced power 
will be interrupted for about two hours 
this weekend starting at 3 a.m. Saturday. 
However, if operations run smoothly, 
Ruffner said the final repairs probably 
can be finished in closer to an hour. 
A short circuit on one of two main 
feed-in lines into Lompoc rendered the 
city powerless for three and a half hours 
in the middle of the day, Nov. 16 
A P G & E crew isolated the burnt line 
and rerouted the city current through an 
undamaged twin line Both lines connect 
the main PG & E substation with the city 
metering station on two separate cor­ 
ners of Chestnut Avenue and E Street. 
Ruffner said the definite cause of the 
outage still has not been determined and 
probably never will be. 
As a PG & E 
spokesman noted, “ It was just one of 
those things ” 
Most of the damage affected PG & E 
equipment and Ruffner said P G & E 
crews have repaired the m ajority of 
damage — including replacing a six-foot 
faction of tfie main cable — in the last 
few days 
The weekend work w ill be to 
reconnect the line 
Ruffner said the early morning hours 
are the lowest power load period in the 
city 
The city has sent notices to 
businesses which might be affected and 
the electrical superintendent said no 
problems are expected with home 
refrigerators or freezers 
However, he 
warned residents to reset electric clocks 
Saturday morning. 


Meguid, seated directly across from the 
chief Israeli envoy, Eliahu Ben-Elissar, 
at the table President Anwar Sadat sent 
in from his Cairo palace.

And despite the hardline opposition 
Egyptian officials displayed some op­ 
timism. A high level official said, “ We 
see Begin s trip as an encouraging sign. 
The whole trend here and in Israel is 
toward accommodation.” 
In another diplomatic effort. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance arrived in Riyadh 
for talks with Saudi Arabian leaders, 
whose immense oil wealth has made 
them traditional Dower brokers in the 
region. But Vance’s six-nation shuttle 
failed to soften hardline Arab condemna­ 
tion of Sadat and his peace conference. 
“ The entire world community earnest­ 
ly hopes that Egypt's genuine desire to 
establish a just and lasting peace be 
reciprocated by Israel,” said Meguid in 
the first of brief English-language state­ 
ments by the heads of the four delega­ 
tions — Egypt, Israel, the United States 
and the United Nations 
“ Concrete

Another difficult task related to set­ 
ting high school proficiency standards 
became evident to Lompoc school dis­ 
trict trustees Tuesday night: 
How 
should students with diagnosed learning 
disabilities be made to comply with the 
new law that a proficiency test must be 
passed before receiving a high school 
diploma? 
Current literature states that such stu­ 
dents may amount to between eight and 
25 percent of the general U.S. school pop­ 
ulation, according to Dr. Irwin Wapner, 
student services director. 
The board, he said, has to make a hard 
decision as to whether all students 
should have to clear the proficiency test 
“ hurdle” — or receive no diploma — or 
“ show a degree of compassion” to those 
with disabilities and waive test require­ 
ments 
According to new state laws requiring 
proficiency tests, school boards “ may 
adopt d iffe re n tia l stan d ard s of 
proficiency in basic skills for pupils 
with diagnosed learning disabilities ”

Bond 
said these would probably vary in­ 
dividually 
But she said the district 
would not have to write a proficiency 
test for each student with learning dis­ 
abilities. which vary widely. 
Bond said other new laws that require 
“ appropriate" education for the han­ 
dicapped also require an “ Individual 
Educational Plan (IE P ) for each stu­ 
dent. and that these must specify expec­ 
tations of the student 
She said that 
boards could best approach the problem 
by requiring learning disabled students 
to meet the IE P expectations instead of 
passing the proficiency test 
— For some disabilities, demand the 
same regular proficiency standards, but 
devise alternative methods of testing 
For example, allow an oral test for those 
with difficulty writing 
B o a rd s can n o t sim p ly 
w a ive 
proficiency requirements for disabled 
students, Bond said 
“ Each youngster 
has to be held to a standard ” 
She said that boards could neither use 
learning disabilities as a “ sort of 
loophole” for students who fail the 
proficiency test 
The differential stan­ 
dards would apply only to those students 
who were earlier identified and labeled 
as having a learning disability. But they 
would not necessarily have to have been 
placed in a special program, if such 
programs were unavailable for lack of 
funding, for example 
H op efu lly. Bond said, w ith the 
proficiency laws requirement that the 


test be given to eighth graders, students 
who fail because of learning disabilities 
may be identified early and helped. 
The board took no action on the matter 
Tuesday 
Also related to the proficiency test, the 
district told Lompoc Junior High PTA 
representatives that transportation will 
be provided those eighth and ninth 
graders required to take the test April

Reservoir 
impact report 
wins approval

The City of Lompoc’s Environmental 
Quality Committee, Tuesday, voted 3-0, 
with two members absent, to approve an 
environmental im pact report on a 
proposed three million gallon reservoir 
to be built sometime in the future near 
Beattie Park. 
Committee members had raised ques­ 
tions about the potential hazards in the 
event that the reinforced concrete struc­ 
ture failed for some reason and the 
water were released to flow down on the 
city. 
P u b l i c W or ks d i r e c t o r B a r r y 
Gustafson endorsed the finding of a con­ 
sultant that the design of the water 
facility was sufficient to endure severe 
seismic disturbances 
Gustafson also 
said the proposed new facility would be 
stronger than either of the city’s present 
reservoirs 
The reservoir was estimated to cost 
$600,000-plus in 1976, but there is no 
money available for the project at the 
moment, according to Gustafson.

With ranchers and livestockmen in the 
Santa Ynez Valley in an apprehensive 
mood because they are embroiled in the 
third successive year of a statewide 
drought, the combined Christmas wish of 
all agriculturists is contained in a single, 
four-letter word: “ R ain !” 
The 1977-’78 rain season is off to a dis­ 
mal start with a mere quarter of inch 
record in the valley area since the of­ 
ficial start of the rain last Ju ly 1. The 
lone .25 of an inch fell Nov. 5. 
The 1976-77 season came to a conclu­ 
sion with a meager 14 44 inches. 
The 
average rainfall for a year in the valley 
is between 17 and 19 inches. 
The lack of rainfall during the past 
three years in the valley is readily visi­ 
ble not only across a parched area whose 
hills are usually verdant at Christ­ 
mastime, but at the sprawling Lake 
Cachuma behind Bradbury Dam. 
Don Boyd, operations manager at the 
dam for the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation, 
reported today that the level of the lake 
is at its lowest point since its first spilled 
in 1958 
The 205,000-acre-foot capacity reser­ 
voir now contains 106,000 acre feet, with 
the elevation hitting an all-time low 
since its first filling of 710 feet or 10 feet 
below the spillway. The previous eleva­ 
tion low was 716 feet which was recorded 
in 1973 following a dismal rainfall season 
of 1971-72 when the total was a short 6.14 
inches. 
The season total for 1972-73 was a 
hefty 25 45, but dipped to 12.80 for 1973- 
'74, followed by 19.03 for 1974-75 and 
climaxed 1975-76 with an even 10 inches. 
Boyd said the storage capacity of the 
reservoir was lessened by South Coast 
users in record proportions during the 
end of November and the first part of 
this month. 
He said an average of 100 
acre feet a day for 10 successive days 
was taken by the South Coast during this 
period. 
Dana M errill, who with his brother, 
Kevin, are among the major alfalfa and 
grain hay growers in the valley, said 
farmers in the area are “ apprehensive 
as to what and when to plant this year." 
Recalling the last two years when 
there were vestiges of moisture in the 
ground, Dana M errill expressed the opi­ 
nion that growers this year were in a 
quandary 
They are puzzled, he added, as to 
whether to plant grain or beans, and 
pointed out that ground worked so far 
this year with rippers and discs are turn 
ing over soil rampant with large clods 
resembling in some instances heavy 
boulders. 
“ The ground is simply exorbitantly 
dry,” M errill declared. 
in contrast to the past couple of years 
when hay supplies were short and the 
prices high, M errill said the amount of 
oat and alfalfa hay in the valley as well 
as other areas of California was abun­ 
dantly available and the prices were 
much lower than a vear aeo at this time. 
Alfalfa and oats which were bringing 
as high as $100 and $85 a ton last year 
were now being sold — if buyers could be 
found — at about $50 for alfalfa and $40 
for oat hay. 
M e r r i l l a t t r i b u t e d the r e a d y 
availability of hay at a lower price this 
year to lessening of cattle numbers and 
an over-supply of feed grains, including 
com, wheat and barley, which are being 
at the feedlots in lieu of hay. 
He also pointed out that many 
ranchers this year are just working the 
ground and planting oats, barley or 
wheat sans any fertilization which costs 
about $13 an acre. 
“ Most are just taking their chances 
that it will rain and they w ill be able to 
produce a crop,” M errill said. 
With the weather remaining clear and 
dry and the prognosticators lending little 
hope to moisture from the sky, both the 
Santa Barbara County Farm Bureau and 
the Cachuma Conservation Release 
Board have called upon the County 
Water Agency (county supervisors) to 
allocate funds which might exceed 
$100,000 for a cloud seeding program to 
produce rainfall in the county 
The agency has called upon its staff to 
submit reports next Monday which could 
lead to initiating the program by early 
January, it was reported 
Agency 
manager Charles Lawrance was asked to 
prepare costs-benefit ratio figures as 
well as investigate the possibility of ob­ 
taining federal fund aid for the program

Building valuation revealed 
to county split committee 


County accepts 133 acres 
for open space purposes

'Hie Los Padres County For­ 
mation Review Commission 
was informed Tuesday that a 
list of county government 
buildings in both North and 
South portions of the existing 
boOnty shows an approximate 
valuation of $5ft-miliion, taking 
depreciation into account. 
The report was given to the 
five-member 
com m ission, 
which must decide on a method 
for equitable distribution of as­ 
sets and liabilities on the as­ 
sumption the county split will 
be approved by the electorate, 
by Norman Caldwell, retired 
county public works director 
Caldwell made clear the list 
needed refining, but pointed out 
it was possible to arrive at an 
equitable distribution of land 
and building assets on the basis 
‘‘of where they are now ” 
The commission, meeting in 
the County Administration 
Building in Santa Barbara, was 
tpkj that buildings in the South 
Countv have a valuation of 
about S34-million with the 
North County buildings valued 
at about $16-million 
The valuation figures tally 
somewhat with the differences 
in assessed valuation in the 
north and south county por­ 
tions Population is about 60-40 
in favor of the south county. 
However, 
county building 
buildup in the North County has 
heen and is still accelerating, 
the commission was told The 
county counsel’s office was 
called on to rule on a cutoff date 
in this respect 
Com m issioner 
W 
M ark 
Durley Jr . of Santa Maria, 
questioned 
the fact th at 
Caldwell had left out two 
county-owned 
buildings 
in 
Santa Barbara, the Santa Bar­ 
bara Art Museum and the 
liobero Theater, both valued in 
the millions 
Caldwell said both buildings 


are operated by non-profit 
groups and he doubted if county 
tax funds had funded them. 
However, the commission 
seemed inclined to agree with 
Durley that consideration be 
given to including the $16 
million county schools building 
in countywide assets 
The 
county supervisors recently 
voted to initiate a transfer to 
the schools system although it 
is a county building. 
Santa 
Maria businessman 
George C. Smith, spokesman

as a source of valid infor­ 
mation.” 
Smith was told that the list of 
persons could be utilized but 
only the basis of having the 
commission call them rather

Ill , died early today 
in an Evansville hospital 
Sgt. Joe Reine told newsmen 
who traveled to the crash site in 
a railroad boxcar that the pilot, 
a South Vietnam ese refugee

Vineland, Colo., and said infor­ 
mational pickets w ere being 
posted in at least 31 states to 
call attention to farm ers’ de­ 
mands for a fair m arket price 
for their crops. 
"We are not trying to put 
anyone out of business,” said 
spokesman Jerry Sweet at a 
predaw n new s con feren ce. 
"The pickets are going to be in­ 
formational only. We are ask­ 
ing people to support us today 
by not buying any food and by 
not going to work 
We would 
like to see all purchasing stop­ 
ped nationwide.” 
He said duration of picketing 
would depend upon its effec­ 
tiveness More than 400 south­ 
ern Colorado farm ers quickly 
signed up to picket stores and 
plants related to agriculture in

Final changes will be

Conservation planning 
program slated by Carter 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - As­ 
sistant Agriculture Secretary 
Rupert Cutler, with a sideswipe 
at the Nixon-Ford administra­ 
tions. says the Carter adminis­ 
tration is activating what will 
be the nation's first comprehen­ 
sive program for conservation 
planning 
But, Cutler conceded in a 
meeting with reporters Tues­ 
day, the Carter team could 
wind up embarassing itself if a 


forthcoming new review of con­ 
servation needs shows a need 
for more federal aid dollars 
than government budget of­ 
ficials are willing to spend 
The review will be made, 
Cutler explained, under a law 
signed by President Carter on 
Nov 18 The new Soil and Water 
Resources Conservation Act of 
1977 w ill help g ive the 
government's 44-year-old con­ 
servation program “ a new 
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direction and impetus,” Cutler 
said 
Under the law. the Agricul­ 
ture Department is required to 
make a thorough review of the 
status of soil, water and related 
resources by December 1979. 
Then, it must develop a five- 
year program for federal con­ 
servation programs and it must 
update that five-year plan an­ 
nually. 


Cutler noted that former 
President Ford vetoed the long- 
range planning bill last year, 
and charged that the veto 
“ climaxed eight years of ad­ 
ministration indifference to the 
needs of soil and water conser­ 
vation 


“ It marked the end of an era 
in which farmers were told by 
(former Agriculture) Secretary 
F.arl Butz to plow up every 
fencerow in the interests of 
higher and higher crop produc­ 
tion You cannot run a conser­ 
vation program when you tell 
farmers one day that they need 
to protect marginal land with 
grass or trees, and then tell 
them the next to plow it all up 
for corn and soybeans,” Cutler 
said 


One Agriculture Department 
official said the review of con­ 
servation needs may not show 
any need for expanding the ap­ 
proximate total of $620 million 
the agency now spends on 
various conservation pro­ 
grams. It may be possible to ex­ 
pand some programs while 
deemphasizing others, he ex­ 
plained

Paramilitary teams guard U -238 shipments 
Vintners debate virtues of blending 


NAPA, Calif 
—(NEA)-— 
On a rustic fall day, with the 
leaves changing to different 
hues alm ost before one's 
eyes, Redwood Road wind­ 
ing 
into the 
M ayacam as 
Range east of N apa leads to 
the sedately nestled Chris­ 
tian Brothers winery. 
The hillside vines have 
been 
strip p e d 
of 
th e ir 
grapes. The work to be done 
is inside. Dave Cofran, resi­ 
dent oenologist, is conduct­ 
ing a laboratory sem inar on 
the blending of wines. 
Blending is now a conten­ 
tious subject in the wine 
country of California, which 
produces 270 million gallons 
annually. The vintners are 
conscious of the fact that 
even in their perfect clim ate 
for growing the grape, there 
are variations in the bottled 
crop from year to year. So

many of the leading produc­ 
ers have begun to label their 
products with the year — 
vintage wines and appropri­ 
ate cocktail talk ( "Wasn’t 
‘73 a beautiful y e ar7" ) being 
the result. 
Christian Brothers, how­ 
ever, has been steadfast in 
its resolve not to succum b to 
this elitist m ovem ent. 
It 
prefers consistency of prod­ 
uct, mixing (or blending I 
the wines from different vin­ 
tage years so that the Zin- 
fandel, for instance, will not 
vary much over a decade in 
taste, color or sm oothness 
The responsibility for this 
comes down to Cofran, a 
snub-nosed young m an of 32 
who em igrated from Illinois 
more than a decade ago and 
knows that the end product 
of his sensitive palate will 
find its way to the shelves of 
the liquor store in Peoria or 
Memphis. 
Cofran, a graduate of oe- 
nology and viticulture at the 
University of California at 
Davis acknowledges his own 
prejudices in the wine field 
as he spends his days sw ish­ 
ing the liquid around his 
mouth. 
“I like a heavier wine, 


duced annually by the Broth­ 
ers — this being the first 
crop of Gewurtztraminer. 
Actually, it’s sim pler for a 
wine maker to produce vin­ 
tage wines. They’re either 
good or bad, depending on 
that 
year’s 
harvest. 
By 
blending several vintages, 
he hedges his bet. 
Christian Brothers holds 
50 or 60 blendings a year of 
its various varietal wines. 
What if, on the crucial day, 


Quietly a nuclear 
police force builds 


up 
a cold in his nose? They’ll 
wait a week or two. 
On this day, his taste buds 
are in good shape. IJned up 
on a long bar are 15 different 
bottles, representing sam ­ 
ples from 15 different casks. 
With each is a card detailing 
the history of th at p articu lar 
sam ple. They’re all Zinfan- 
del, a native California v ar­ 
ietal, for this blending. 
Dave 
pours, 
holds 
the 
glass up to the light to 
exam ine the color, sw ills it 
around a couple of tim es, 
sniffs it for arom a, takes a 
swig, rotates his jaw and 
spits — into a cardboard 
bucket he carries. 
“ T h e 
o c c u p a t i o n a l 
hazard,” he says, "is getting 
it on your sh irt.” 
In the course of a busy day 
of blending, he could also get 
looped because even with 
the spitting, a couple of 
drops of each sam ple invari­ 
ably rem ain in the m outh, 
and the drops add up. 
How does it affect him , to 
know that what he 
ulti­ 
m ately tastes and blends 
will resulted in 5.4 million 
gallons of wine annually to 
be m arketed nationally? 
“It scares hell out of you. 
There’s a lot of m oney at 
stake.” 


Brother Tim othy, 
glow­ 
faced and in his 70s, is also 
on hand for this Zinfandel 
blending of 1973-74-75 vin­ 
tages and says defensively, 
"W e’d lose the com plexity of 
our wines if we went into a 
vintage 
dating 
program . 
You lose the balance be­ 
tween younger and older 
wines. You also lose reliabil­ 
ity and credibility.” 


You also lose, it m ight be 
argued, the chance to have 
the wine of a great y ear on 
the shelves by itself. 
“ You would cheat your 
older custom ers,” counters 
Brother Tim, “ of the better 
item that should go into a 
blend.” 


" And,” adds Cofran loyal­ 
ly, “ you take a tool aw ay 
from the w inem aker.” 


He outlines the qualities 
that go into this new blend. 
The ’73 vintage was lighter 
and aged nicely. The ’74 was 
heavier, with m ore tannin, 
and still coming around in 
flavor. The ’75 had a beauti­ 
ful bouquet and could have 
been bottled by itself. A 
sm all percentage of another 
varietal, petit sirah, was 
added for color. 


Before it would be aged in 
redwood and then oak casks, 
the 17,000 gallons of this 
blend would be m ixed with 
10,000 gallons of the previous 
year’s blend. 


MONT LA SALLE vineyards of The 
Christian Brothers, the oenologists have been 
steadfastly in favor of consistency of product 
rather than the 
"elitism-' of vintage-labelled

transported nuclear m ateri­ 
als around the nation. Often 
the shipm ents w ere moved 
on common c arrier, with 
next to no security, and 
critics feared the loads w ere 
susceptible to hijacking. 
So the security system 
was improved. 
Container- 
ization was hardened, spe­ 
cial “anti-intrusion” tra n s­ 
port vehicles w ere built, 
com m unications w ere com ­ 
puterized. And, very quietly, 
the governm ent also put to­ 
gether a new law enforce­ 
ment agency — nuclear po­ 
lice as it w ere — to guard the 
m ovem ent of atom ic goods. 
The governm ent does not 
call its new officers nuclear 
police. For public relations 
purposes they a re referred 
to as “couriers.” Yet there 
is no glossing over their 
purpose. U.S. D epartm ent of 
Energy officials say the nu­ 
clear couriers a re “ given a 
full range of training and 
authority” to protect nu­ 
clear transports. 
The full range of training 
includes six weeks of param­ 
ilitary discipline and weap­ 
ons practice. Their authority 
includes, if necessary, the 
right to kill anyone who uses 
violence to intercept a nu­ 
clear shipm ent. On the road 
no one, not even local police, 
m ay interfere with courier 
responsibilites. 
At present there are 180 
nuclear couriers, all based 
at the E nergy D epartm ent’s 
transportation 
safeg u ard s 
division near A lbuquerque, 
N.M. 
Bob Giles, a safe­ 
guards official, says courier 
team s currently accom pany 
all 
U.S. 
plutonium 
ship­ 
m ents of two- pounds or 
more, or approxim ately 100 
shipm ents per month. 
Many of the shipm ents 
originate here in the w estern 
border region of South Caro­ 
lina. The huge (300 square 
m iles) Savannah River nu­ 
clear processing plant is lo­ 
cated on lonely grasslands 
below Aiken. T hat plant is 
the governm ent’s prim ary 
m anufacturer of weapons 
grade nuclear plasm a: plu­ 
tonium 238. 
The plasm a here is fash­ 
ioned into w hat Savannah 
workers call “ buttons,” A*’* 
pound chips that resem ble 
huge aspirin tablets. The 
buttons arc usually sent to 
the Rocky F lats N uclear 
Weapons plant in Colorado 
where they becom e the oper­ 
able p arts of w arheads be­ 
fore being m oved to a Texas 
facility for weapons assem ­ 
bly. 
The Savannah buttons are 
packed 
in 
sm all 
drum s 
which, authorities insist, can 
withstand the force of a 
crashing airliner. Bob Giles 
says present nuclear con­ 
tainers have been put in 
railroad cars and sm ashed 
into concrete abutm ents a t 
speeds of 84 m ph; he says 
the drum s survive intact and 
inviolate. 
The containers are fas­ 
tened inside specially m odi­ 
fied tracto r-trailer trucks. 
The governm ent calls the 
vehicles “ Safe Secure T rail­ 


ers” (SST). They are pro­ 
tected with second walls of 
armor. They are also de­ 
signed to be self-disabling in 
case 
they 
are 
hijacked 
(among other things, the 
tires will go flat). 
Security officials do not 
talk much about the “anti­

intrusion” devices which al­ 
legedly are part of the SST 
design. Popular speculation 
is 
that 
the 
trucks 
are 
equipped with poison gas 
jets, for one thing; the belief 
is that if a hijacker broke 
into a vehicle, he would be 
sprayed dead with chlorine. 
Whatever the capabilities 
of the SST, nuclear authori­ 
ties hope they will never 
have to be activated. And 
the 
nuclear 
police, 
the 
couriers, are the basis of this 
hope. The couriers’ job is to 
stop hijackings before trans­ 
port vehicles are violated; 
they have M-16s, hand gre­ 
nades and shotguns for the 
purpose. 


There is little doubt the 
couriers 
are 
“ready 
for 
anything,” as Bob Giles puts 
it. They are Vietnam or 
Korean 
veterans, 
highly 
paid ($25,000 a year), and 
highly motivated. Giles says 
only one in 10 men who apply 
for a courier position is 
accepted. 
He adds: 
“We

What’s m ore, critics be­ 
lieve not one but many nu­ 
clear police forces will be 
needed to protect plutonium. 
Private industry, for exam ­ 
ple, is increasingly worried 
about safeguarding its sup­ 
plies. A Virginia power com­ 
pany has gone so far as to 
ask its legislature to allow it 
to employ a private police 
contingent. 


But for now, America’s 
nuclear police force remains 
small, restrained, and al­ 
most unnoticed. Perhaps too 
unnoticed. Nuclear bureau­ 
crats say they wish more 
people 
knew 
about 
the 
couriers and their mandate 
They feel few hijackers in 
their right minds would flirt 
with nuclear shipments if 
they were aware of the con­ 
sequences.

An angry group of county 
b u s in e s s m e n and o th e r 
property owners — vigorously 
protesting the Board of Super­ 
visors’ 
recent initiation of 
rezoning to delete commercial 
uses from industrial zones 
throughout the county — suc­ 
ceeded this week in sidetrack­ 
ing the move. 
But the supervisors, by a 4-1 
vote, approved a compromise 
program which would require 
such landowners to seek a con­ 
ditional use permit at public 
hearings before the Planning 
Commission if they wished to 
develop or expand commercial 
uses on property which now has 
th e s o -c a lle d 
“ p y ra m id 
zoning ” 
Supervisor David Yager, of 
Montecito, proposed the com­ 
promise, as the board rescinded 


two resolutions adopted last 
April 11 by a 3-1 vote, with 
Supervisor Robert Kallman, of 
Santa Barbara, opposed. 
Board Chairman Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, who 
had been absent at the April 11 
session, sided with the property 
owners in their protests of the 
plan for rezoning and General 
Plan amendments for their 
properties to eliminate multi­ 
ple zoning benefits 
Fletcher was the only super­ 
visor Monday to oppose the 
compromise. 
S u p e r v is o r W illia m B. 
Wllace, Goleta, acknowledged 
he was the “ instigator” of the 
proposed rezoning to delete 
commercial uses from the in­ 
dustrial and 
m anufacturing 
zone districts as a means of 
preventing a “ hodge-podge" of

commercial uses along Goleta 
thoroughfares. 
Largest areas of property 
that would be affected by the

Propoerty 
owners argued 
that comm ercial restrictions on 
their properties — developed or 
undeveloped — would reduce 
property values and leave them 
w ith n o n -co n fo rm in g uses 
which inevitably would pass 
away 


F letcher said he opposed 
deletion of comm ercial uses — 
and the use perm it proposal — 
because he felt Wallace was 
seeking solutions of zoning 
problems in this Goleta area at 
the expense of the North County 
as well. 
Albert F 
Reynolds, acting- 
director of the new County En­ 
vironmental Resources Depart­ 
ment (form erly OEQ), told the 
board that its compromise plan 


had killed intiation of the rezon­ 
ing and General Plan amend­ 
ment project on which his of­ 
fice was continuing a public 
hearing Dec. 11. It wouldn’t be 
necessary for objectors to 
return on that date, he said. 


Earlier, Reynolds had es­ 
timated it might cost as much 
as $10.000 to conduct an En­ 
vironmental Impact Report 


(EIR) on the rezoning. He felt 
the compromise plan could get 
by w ith a N e g a tiv e E n ­ 
vironmental Declaration. 
However, 
property owners 
learned the compromise plan 
will go through a lengthy county 
processing period, with public 
hearings before the Planning 
Commission and Board of 
S u p erv iso rs a fter an e n ­ 
vironmental hearing.

County governmental costs in 
the leasing of various North 
County and South County 
buildings could increase pos­ 
sibly as much as $30,000 the 
fRst year the county decides to 
renegotiate current leases un­ 
der the county's new anti­ 
discrimination in employment 
ordinance, the Board of Super­ 
visors has been informed. 
P u b lic 
W orks 
D ir ec to r 
Charles Wagner, who made the 
statement, said a controversial 
amendment proposed to the or­ 
dinance with his backing, would 
allow existing leases to be ex­ 
empted and extended to their 
termination period, and permit 
the county to continue to get 
favored treatment in rates. 


The s u p e r v is o r s v o te d 
another 
30-day 
continuance 
M onday on the p rop osed 
am en d m en t a fte r R ob ert 
Chapman, an officer of the 
Chapm an-Fugate 
Company 
from which the county leases 
buildings in the North County, 
protested the ordinance had 
been adopted originally “with 
little or no input from the 
business community.” 
Opposing the amendment as 
proposed were the County Affir­ 
mative Action Commission and 
County Commission for Women 
on the grounds exemptions 
would be a “backward step’’ for 
minorities and women.

Owners of buildings leasing 
space to the county depart­ 
ments including welfare, proba­ 
tion. mental health and other 
departments have contended 
that rates would have to be 
higher in view of possibility of 
having to defend against county 
charges of unlawful discrimina­ 
tion and thus cover risk of legal 
fees and other defense costs 
Under the proposed change, 
property owners are giving due 
process of law and would 
provide 
reim bursem ent to 
some extent for legal costs in 
defending against charges, if 
the charges were determined 
un foun ded, S m ith sa id . 
Damages would also be limited 
and confidentiality of business 
and personnel records assured 
Wagner said the county now 
has a highly favorable rental 
provision upon renewals and ex­ 
tensions of leases because of its 
financial stability. 


*‘We can amend the or­ 
dinance and keep our favorable 
rates or we can renegotiate 
current rates and risk a 40 per­ 
cent increase,” he said. 
Wagner said current rates 
given the county range “about 
25 to 30 cents a square foot,” 
whereas the higher market 
rates looming ahead under the 
current ordinance could go up 
to 45 to 50 cents a square foot.

knows the story. On April 14, 
1865, John Wilkes Booth shot 
Abraham Lincoln and then 
fled here to the farmhouse of 
Dr. Samuel Mudd. Wilkes 
had broken a leg during the 
assassination. Dr. Mudd re­ 
paired it, and, since it was 
E 
ast midnight, he invited the 
iller to stay the night. 
Every 
schoolchild 
also 
knows that Mudd thus be­ 
came John Booth’s second 
victim of the evening. Mudd 
did not recognize his dis­ 
guised patient, and he knew 
nothing of the just com- 
E 
leted murder. Yet he was to 
e caught up in the emotions 
of the times; he was wrongly 
sent to prison and disgraced 
for life. 


Something of that dis­ 
grace 
continues 
today. 
Many of Dr. Mudd’s 240 
surviving descendants say 
they live with a stigm a: 
their name is not Mudd, it’s 
mud. So it is that some of the 
heirs 
are 
pressing 
once 
again for the U.S. govern­ 
ment to admit what every 
schoolchild 
knows: 
Sam 
Mudd was an innocent man. 
The 
descendants 
have 
drawn up a petition asking 
that the U.S. formally exon­ 
erate their Jamed ancestor. 
The petitioners want Presi­ 
dent Jimmy Carter to an­ 
nounce that Dr. Mudd was 
not an assassination conspi­ 
rator, that he treated Booth 
only for humanitarian rea­ 
sons, and that his conviction 
was unjustified. 
The petititon is now in the 
records 
of the Justice 
Department. 
Twenty 
six 
members of the House and 
Senate are supporting the 
measure. The White House 
says it has no comment at 
this time. 
There is of course nothing 
new about the effort to clear 


Mudd’s name. It was begun 
by the physician’s wife after 
he had been sentenced to life 
in prison. 
Mudd himself 
helped the cause when he 
heroically battled a Yellow 
Fever outbreak at his bas­ 
tille. Andrew Johnson par­ 
doned the prisoner after four 
years time. But the pardon 
was not enough for the fami­ 
ly. In 1893, for example, it 
asked the U S. Army to pay 
for the damages soldiers had 
done to the Mudd farm­ 
house. Troops occupied the 
property 
for nearly 
two 
weeks, not with particular 
delicacy, and the Mudds 
begged in vain for #2,800 for 
partial compensation. 
Then, in the early 1900s, 
members of Congress began 
to agree that Mudd had not 
been a criminal, that he was 
merely a country doctor fol­ 
lowing his Hippocratic oath. 
One congressman lobbied 
unsuccessfully for a bill that 
would have allowed the heirs 
a sum of $200,000 apiece for 
the “ruination of their good 
name.” 
After that, there was an 
attempt to name a Washing­ 
ton bridge after Mudd. And, 
later, descendants teamed 
with sympathetic officials to 
suggest the U.S. rename the 
C 
‘ ion in which Mudd had 
n kept. Both tries failed. 
The Washington bridge was 
named for Fredrick Doug­ 
lass, and Fort Jefferson re­ 
mains Fort Jefferson. 
There have been some 
successes for the movement. 
Dr. Richard Mudd, a Sagi­ 
naw, Mich., grandson of Dr. 
Sam, says the government 


has put a Samuel Mudd 
plaque on a wall at Fort 
Jefferson. And, too, descen­ 
dants have at last talked the 
state of Maryland into res­ 
toring and preserving the 
historic farmhouse here in 
Waldorf. 
What’s more, says Rich­ 
ard Mudd, the movement 
has managed to convince 
historians and ordinary peo­ 
ple that Sam Mudd was 
mishandled. 
“In 
all 
my 
life,” says Richard Muda, 
“I’ve never heard anyone 
say that my grandfather 
was guilty. In fact, seven 
states have now passed reso­ 
lutions that speak for his 
innocence.” 
Yet the final goal of the 
movement remains elusive. 
And Richard Mudd, who has 
devoted 60 of his 77 years to 
clearing the family name, 
says he is not expecting the 
movement’s latest petition 
attempt to succeed. 
“In 
fact,” he dejectedly admits, 
“I am almost positive the

will 
turn it down.” 


Mudd’s pessimism is born 
of experience. Though every 
administration since 
1865 
has been asked to exonerate 
Sam Mudd, most have ig­ 
nored the requests; others 
have merely sent the peti­

o rig in al 
trial), and the Army has 
stubbornly refused to con­ 
sider conceding error. 


The Mudd movement was 
cheered last decade when 
they received word that Lyn­ 
don Johnson was in sym pa­ 
thy with its aim.

'St. Mary' 
rising tide 
fights 
of smut 


Suspicion still clouds boaters' deaths 


BALTIMORE—( NE A ) — 
Sixty-seven-year-old 
Mary 
Avara is so deeply religious 
her friends call her “Saint 
Mary.” She attends Catholic 
mass on Sundays and inter­ 
d en om inational 
p ra y e r 
meetings at other times dur­ 
ing the week. She says her 
greatest joy was seeing the 
image of Christ once on a 
sacred cloth in Shamokin, 
Pa 
Sf what’s a nice lady like 
her doing watching dirty 
movies? It’s her job. Also, 
it’s her cause. Saint Mary 
has for 16 years been one of 
three m em bers of the Mary­ 
land State Board of Censors. 
It’s a lousy vocation but a 
wonderful opportunity, says 
Mary Avara, “ I like to think 
I’m doing some of God’s 
work.” 
Indeed, the work is best fit 
for saints. Avara says she’s 
no prude, that she enjoyed 
sex for years with her late 
husband, (“He looked just 
like Caesar Romero” ), but 
she was never prepared for 
the likes of skin hicks. “ I 
always 
thought sex 
was 
beautiful,” she sighs, “ now I 
know it can also be depraved 
and igly.” 
It’s not just that X movies 
today are shameful. Avara 
says many of them are also 
sick In recent months, Saint 
Mary has viewed a film 
where a gentlem an's penis 
was cut off, another where a 
baby was tossed from a 
window, 
another 
w here 
wonen were raped and then 
dismembered during a sa- 
tanic ritual. 
This is cinema? Avara 
says she comes from a fam ­ 
ily of 18, thus is not unaware 
of the nature of intercourse, 
yet 
modem 
pornography 
knows no bounds. “They do 
it in swings, they do it with 
robots, they do it during 
dinner. I’ve seen so much 
whip cream sm eared over 
the sweating bodies that I 
can’t eat it anym ore.” 
Ard 
a s 
for 
so c ia lly 
redeeming 
value? 
Avara 
says yuk! “ What’s redeem ­ 
ing a »out a woman spending 
50 feet of film nibbling on 
someone’s toe?” Saint Mary 
doesr't see the significance 
in a picture where the lead­ 
ing man is a stallion. Hence, 
she says, “ I really hate 
them, and I want to keep this 
filth tut of M aryland.” 
In this latter respect, Mrs. 
Avara and her censoring 
colleagues have been suc­ 
cessful. Maryland is now the 
only state in the union which 
prohbits the commercial 
showing of hard core mov­ 
ies. Many porno stores exist 
in the state, some only 
blocks from the censorship 
offices, but the theaters re­ 
main fairly clean. 
Last year the censor board 
reviewed 427 films, of which 
40 could be classified as 
explicitly X. Twenty of the 
40 were banned, the rest 
were ordered off the m arket 
untilthey were modified. “ If 
I had my way,” says Avara, 
“we'd have banned a lot 
more. Even some G.P. today 
is actually Garbage Produc­ 
tion.” 
In all 
likelihood 
Saint 
Mary will never have her 
waj regarding G.P. In fact 
she is having a difficult 
enotioh 
time 
maintaining 
her power over the X. Mary­ 
land’s censor board, created 
in 1916, is the only one in the 
nation 
now, 
and 
many 
Marylanders, including leg­ 
islators, believe it should be 
cut from the bureaucracy.

PENSACOLA, 
F la. —( 
NEA)—On 
November 
29, 
1974, five black men from 
Atlanta came to this port 
community for a weekend of 
fishing. Shortly thereafter 
their lifeless bodies were 
found floating in the Gulf of 
Mexico. Police said the men 
died in a boating accident, 
and the apparently routine 
case was closed. 
Yet the incident has not 
been forgotten. The families 
of the victims have never 
accepted the official expla­ 
nation of the tragedy. Nei­ 
ther have many black activ­ 
ists in both Pensacola and 
Atlanta. On this third anni­ 
versary of the ill- fated occa­ 
sion, doubters still believe 
the black fishermen were 
murdered. 
There are no suspicions 
regarding the official cause 
of death of the men in ques­ 
tion. Everyone agrees with 
the coroner’s report that 
Robert 
Walker, 
Marvin 
Walker, 
John Sterling, 
LeRoy Halloway and Lonnie 
Merit died of drowning. Be­ 
yond this, however, police 
and private versions of the 
incident are poles apart. 
Police say the men were 
probably drunk when they 
launched their 19-foot boat 
into Santa Rosa Sound. One 
cop assumes “they may also 
have been high on mari­ 
juana or something.” The 
speculation, 
therefore, 
is 
that the men were not pre­ 
pared for the often unpre­ 
dictable Gulf and, once on 
the water, fell overboard. 


At first, three years ago, 
there was little reason to

suspect this official account 
of the matter. The fisher­ 
men's boat was found drift­ 
ing in 30 feet of water, there 
was no sign of foul play, and 
after dragging the area for 
three days the Coast Guard 
concluded that the bodies 
had 
unfortunately 
been 
washed to sea. 
Then, in Atlanta, a minis­ 
ter friend of one of the dead 
men invited the Southern 
Christian leadership Con­ 
ference to look into the case. 
The minister said relations 


of some of the victims were 
anxious, even alarm ed, con­ 
cerning the disappearance 
of the bodies. SCIX\ the 
group formed by M artin Lu­ 
ther King, Jr., accepted 
The first thing SCLC in­ 


vestigators learned about 
the 
case 
was 
sobering. 
Allegedly, a “female friend” 
of one of the fishermen 
called SCLC to say she’d 
received a phone call from a 
man on the day the Atlan­ 
tans vanished. SCLC says 
the man told the woman the 
fishermen had been taken 
hostage by white people. 


Now definitely aroused, 
SCLC officers announced in 
Pensacola they would con­ 
duct a full probe of the 
fishermen's death. Concur­ 
rently, and 10 days after the 
“boating 
accident,” 
the 
Coast Guard began locating 
the bodies of the victims. 
Marvin Walker was found 
first; the others were reco­ 
vered within five days. 


The bodies of the men 
were 
“ revealing,” 
says 
Tyrone Brooks of SCLC. 
Though they had supposedly 
been floating in sea water 
for nearly two weeks, they 
did not look it. Brooks says 
the spectacles of one man 
were still intact. And except 
for what appeared to be 
bruises by beating, the men 
were not wasted. 


Then there were other in­ 
consistencies 
surrounding 
the case. And they nag de­ 


spite the passing of years. 
Rev. H.K. Matthews, the 
SCLC representative in Pen­ 
sacola, recalls for instance 
that Santa Rosa Sound was 
calm that day, and the 
fishermen were experienced 
boaters. "How could they 
just fall over and drown 
themselves?” 


Matthews says the boat 
was found with the ignition 
key off and the throttle set at 
neutral. He says five life 
preservers were in place. 
Both gas tanks were full, 
suggesting the men had been 
on the water only briefly. 
Also, Matthews says the 
boat's anchor line was bro­ 
ken: “ It wasn’t frayed, it 
was cut ”

sewage." And as for the 
rights of the citizenry to 
view what they wish, she 
suggests that when the Con­ 
stitution was written the 
founders did not have to 
contend with Harry Reems. 
The critics be dam — er — 
darned. Saint Mary, also 
known 
as The 
X -rated 
Grandmother, 
insists 
her 
cause is larger than the 


arguments over censorship. 
She says skin flicks are 
destroying the culture and 
the mores of America. It’s 
not the dirty sex alone, she 
says, “ It’s what this kind of 
thing is doing to us all.” 
One thing it’s doing, she 
says, is “causing cancer.” 
She says men and women in 
the movies are injecting 
“God 
knows 
what” 
into 
themselves. “That can’t be 
good. It can’t be healthy to 
shove bottles into yourself. 
I’ve asked doctors about it 
and they agree, it may be 
leading to cancer for some 
people.” 
But only for some people. 
F ortunately 
says 
M ary 
Avara, most people are too 
sm art to casually accept 
such risks. Everywhere, she 
adds, “ people are waking 
up, they are starting to 
rebel." The Maryland cen­ 
sors have received inquiries 
from dozens of states re­ 
garding information on their 
methods and results. 
“It’s 
happening,” 
says 
Saint Mary. “ People all over 
are saying enough is enough.

Up, up and away 


State employees and elected 
state officials will be able to 
’ravel more in style come 
January 1 as the state Board of 
Control has approved a $40 per 
day payment for meals and 
lodging at an additional cost to 
txpayers of an estimated $2.7 
million annually. 
The figure represents a $5 
increase or a 14 percent hike 
over the current rate and 
•allows a 25 percent increase 
granted state employees in 
September 1976 when per diem 
allowances were hiked from 
$28 to $35. 
In other words, a 43 percent 
increase over a 16-month 
period 
That's really over compen­ 
sating for inflation. 
\ccording to Cal-Tax News, 
a publication of the California 
Taxpayers Association, each 
dollar increase in per diem 
allowances cost state tax- 
pavers between $500,000 and 


$590,000 according to 1976 state 
Department of General Ser­ 
vices estimates, bringing an­ 
nual per diem costs to an es­ 
timated $21 million to $22 
million in 1978. 
Under the new per diem 
allowances, state workers will 
now receive $21 for lodging, $3 
for breakfast, $5 for lunch. $8 
for dinner and $3 for inciden­ 
tals. No receipts are required. 
The Board of Control in 
granting the increase twice 
overruled staff recommenda­ 
tions based on state Depart­ 
ment of General Service sur­ 
veys and analyses which 
showed that a daily rate of $29 
would “ adequately reimburse 
state employees.” Instead, the 
board accepted and later in­ 
creased the dollar figure 
recommended by the powerful 
California 
State 
Employees 
Association.

Monsanto also produces diallate. an in­ 
gredient in pesticides which has been 
linked to tumors in laboratory mice and 
rats, and two chemicals, xylene and 
toluene The latter have been placed on 
the government’s priority list of 10 
chemicals that need to be tested first un­ 
der the reeently enacted Toxic Sub­ 
stances Control I^aw 


Footnote A Monsanto spokesman told 
our associate Larry Kraftowitz, “ We are 
not trying to make a strident defense of 
chemicals We’re seeking a balance in 
public opinion ” He also noted the com­ 
pany is trying to better the testing of 
chemicals which may be harmful.

PENTAGON F IX : There’s a move 
afoot at the Pentagon under Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown to try to rope in 
the spunky, independent Court of 
Military Appeals. 


The little-noticed panel is known 
among servicemen as “ the GI's supreme 
court. " It has often been as militant as it 
is military in defending the rank-and-file 
against the brass and braid This has, of 
course, rankled the military's top dogs 


For convenience, the court’s budget is 
lumped with the Pentagon's when it goes 
to Congress. But the Senate has served 
clear notice that “ the court justifies its 
own budget . 
with no control exercised 
by the Department of Defense.” 


Now, risking their jobs, civil-rights- 
minded workers in the Pentagon have 
alerted us that Brown, with the con­ 
nivance of his general counsel, Deanne 
Siemer, is arbitrarily trying to cut a 
$150.000 item from the court’s proposed 
budget. 


Not surprisingly, the money is wanted 
for a studv that could wipe out vestiges 
of jury rigging, overly harsh sentences, 
brutal suppression of dissent and 
manipulations by generals and admirals 
that still pervert military justice. And 
just as unsurprisingly, Ms Siemer aloof­ 
ly refused to return our calls and 
Brown’s office refused to confirm or 
deny the unprecedented ploy.

It was enlightening but most disturb­ 
ing to read Mr. John L. Michael’s letter 
last Friday indicating his displeasure 
over closing Ryon Park for “ the sole pur­ 
pose of stopping littering of the parking 
lot area and force more young people to 
cruise up and down Ocean.” The disturb­ 
ing part is to realize that there are adult 
residents of Lompoc (if the gentleman 
does qualify for that qualification) who 
are so poorly informed about crime in 
Lompoc (as in other cities) and the ac­ 
tual situation at Ryon Park. 
Where does Mr. Michael think these 
young people gang up to plan and to get 
up enough courage with booze and drugs 
to rob to support their habits, their cars, 
their gas or to commit other serious 
crimes — rape, assault, destruction of 
public or private property, kill or maim 
innocent people with their cars, etc. 
Ninety percent of these fun loving young 
people “ looking for something better to 
do” are unemployed. Money for the 
booze, cars and drugs comes from three 
prim ary sources — overindulgent 
parents, welfare or theft. Sixty-two per­ 
cent of serious crimes and felonies are 
committed by youths 17 years and under, 
92 percent are by those 26 years and un­ 
der 
And most are usually unemployed We 
import Mexican nationals to work our 
fields because our young people get by 
better on welfare and theft. 
I suggest that Mr. Michaels might “ get 
more for (his) taxpayer dollar” by get­ 
ting the facts. Check on our local law en­ 
forcement agency, ride in a Lompoc 
patrol car at night and see the fine job 
they do under restrictive laws and 
adverse numerical, geographical odds 
and especially by spending a Friday or 
Saturday evening from dusk to 2 a m at 
Ryon Park Then lend a hand towards 
solutions to the pressing social problems 
that result in crime 
I ’m not an idealist who believes that 
all crime is caused by social problems. It 
is estimated that 10 percent of the 
youngsters who do actually tangle with 
the law are incorrigible offenders 
However, crime with its enormous cost 
in human suffering and loss of dollars 
can be alleviated by such things as keep­ 
ing these people occupied with construc- 
tiv e , 
c re a tiv e , 
p h ysical and/or 
remunerative activities and dispensing 
the socially disruptive mob gatherings at 
Ryon P a r k , R iv e r P a r k , public 
campgrounds, etc. 
The actual percentage of young people 
causing these kinds of problems is small. 
However, even in a town the size of Lom­ 
poc it amounts to lots of bodies A look at 
just one of a number of “ gatherings” in 
the area last weekend — 150 reported at 
the River Park disturbance versus one 
sheriff’s deputy — gives you some idea 
of those numbers. 
Come on now John, we are not just 
concerned with litter that blows down 
Cypress through the city that must be 
picked up by paid park attendants. Nor 
are we only concerned with the broken 
glass from bottles on the playground 
equipment that can and does gash little 
bare feet, nor the broken light standards 
and other park equipment that we all pay 
for. We are concerned with real crime.

They are talking these days about 
“ social conservatism,” a movement 
which at all levels has reached a new 
pitch of self-assertiveness This is that 
branch of conservatism that concerns 
itself with different, though not un­ 
related. issues from those instinctively 
associated with the 
right 
“ The shift in 
public 
sentim ent,” 
writes Terence Smith 
of the New Y o rk 
Times commenting on 
the recent G allup 
public opinion poll that 
reveals that 47 percent 
of 
re sp o n d e n ts 
describe themselves 
as "right of center” , 
“ seems most striking 
on social issues 
“ This new 
social 
conservatism’,” the writer goes on, “ has 
given rise to a rash of phenomena, in­ 
cluding the anti-abortion backlash, the 
demand for unrestricted use of laetrile, 
the anti-E H A drive and the indignation 
aroused bv the Bakke case, the so-called 
reverse discrimination case now before 
the Supreme Court ’’ 
That would app ear to be an 
idiosyncratic roster of issues for anyone 
to grip with a single hand, but in fact 
they are related, however attenuatedly 
The opposition to abortion is based on 
the intuition that the individual must be 
protected from wilfulness, whether of 
the state or of another individual What it 
is that defines a human being calls for 
expert philosophical judgment informed 
bv science Not so very long ago, the 
majority of Americans entertained 
doubts on the question whether a Negro 
was an individual The evolution of the 
idea that the individual has certain in­ 
alienable rights is a distinctly conser­ 
vative idea (to use common ter­ 
minology. a century ago, it would have 
been thought a liberal idea) Opposition 
to euthanasia is based on the presump­ 
tion against doing away with an in­ 
dividual Opposition to abortion is based 
on the presumption that the fetus is 
nearer to being a human being than it is 
to being a meaningless arrangement of 
protoplasm 
The desire for the free use of laetrile is 
related to conservative skepticism about 
scientific infallibility “ That which we 
know scientifically we know as certainly 
as if it had been revealed to us by God,” 


Galileo wrote: endorsing a cosmology 
which, a few centuries later, Einstein in­ 
validated 
All reports suggest that 
laetrile accomplishes nothing But on the 
whole, conservatives incline to permit 
the human being to exercise his own 
judgment in the matter, arguing against 
the corporate authority of the profes­ 
sional medical community. 


The opposition to E R A issues from 
the conservative indisposition to assign 
to positive law the authority to make 
metaphysical propositions. To say that 
women are equal to men is exactly that 
— a metaphysical propostion Because 
on no differentiated scale are they equal. 
B io lo g ic a lly they a re different, 
temperamentally they are different, psy­ 
chologically they are different. To 
suggest that the law treat them in exact­ 
ly the same way as the law deals with 
their biological counterparts is in the 
nature of constitutional effrontery. That 
women should be protected by the law, 
all conservatives agree 
That women 
should be protected by men. most con­ 
servatives tend to agree 
The Bakke case once again assigns to 
the state a responsibility to prefer 
persons of one race over persons ot a dif­ 
ferent race 
in special circumstances 
Here conservatives have been historical­ 
ly inconsistent We were not the loudest 
in protesting Jim Crow laws. There we 
yielded, in my judgm ent did so 
erroneously, to the temptation to 
superordinate states’ rights over in­ 
dividual rights 
But on the whole the conservative 
community has made progress in observ­ 
ing the relevant distinctions, and now is 
prepared to defend equality before the 
iaw by rejecting reverse discrimination 
A decision against Bakke would offend 
not only the doctrine of metaphysical 
equality, but also positive laws. 
Professor Raoul Berger of Harvard, 
the eminent authority on the abuse of the 
14th Amendment, closes his eyes in grief 
and horror at what happened a few 
months ago. “ The President of the 
United States confers with the Black 
Caucus of Congress and then instructs 
the Attorney General on which side to 
take in the Bakke case!” The Constitu­ 
tion, conservatives tend to agree, isn't 
the plaything of the social engineers 
Because if it is, so are human beings 
That is the fabric of the social conser­ 
vatism they are talking about.
